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“THE GRAND CANYON 


AREA - 
A Book Done in Stone 


California is a gift-book in a flowered cover, with illustra- 
tions that are all purple haze and sunlight and brown 


shadow fingers on a white mission tower. 


The Grand Canyon area is a folio volume in tall type on 


the subject of creation, with apocalyptic illustrations. 


As the crow flies, it is a scant fifty miles from the San 
Francisco Peaks to where the Colorado flows in its mile- 
deep bed. Yet on the San Francisco Peaks, at the right 
- season, you can get a pretty fair example of the kind of 
weather that Byrd and Wilkins are seeking by flying 
south, whereas a jump from the canyon’s rim will carry 
you quickly through three life zones, ending with the cats- 


paw and the mesquite of our southwestern desert area. 


On the geological side, the Grand Canyon is a reading of 
earth in large measure, starting with the underpinnings 
of the earth, and ranging upward to creation’s yesterday. 
Given this area as a pattern, a large-scale man, if assured 
of proper financial backing, could recreate the world. If 
he wanted further instructions, there are caliper measure- 
ments of the Grand Canyon in the newly-completed Yava- 
pai Observation S‘ation of the Carnegie Institution, to- 
gether with a plaster model that has made the canyon’s 


infinite details finite. 


Or, if it is to be one of those cost-plus jobs in the modern 
manner, he might look up one of those rock casts of rain- 
drops that fell in the primordial dust of the Southwest 
when the canyon was getting its start as a bit of roadside 
erosion. There are several of these casts in the Carnegie 
Institution’s temple of the rocks, dragged thereto from 


the canyon’s depths as Exhibit “A,” in the case against 
the weather, for little drops of water, with the wind and 
Jack Frost as part-time helpers, did most of the large- 
scale work that Charles H. Owens of “The Times” art 


staff shows here in a bird’s-eye view. 
The illustrations, from various sources, show scenes from 


a super-spectacle that is just over the height-limit moun- 
tains to the east, a spectacle that runs the gamut from the 
salmon-pink chimney-pots and flying buttresses of Bryce 


Canyon and the Cedar Breaks to Zion’s red gorge and 
rainbows done in stone, with round about strange, for- 
lorn, primitive people, who still go their accustomed way 
to the pinon harvest, and whose life is very still and quiet.

The trees grow and 
spread. Consider his position after ten or 
fifteen years of adding goodly trees to his 
collection. He would be in the same case as 
the man who instead of killing it, put the 
fatted calf in a tiny hen-house and fed it 
and cared for it for several years——until the 
family had to move out. 
But there is a good place for these living 
Christmas trees. After the holidays are over, 
the worthy citizen will find a billboard which 
is placed on private ground, but commands 
the highway, and on the road margin, just 


in front of the offending sign, he will set out . 


his Christmas deodar. Thus it continues its 
career of beneficence. 

There is this to be said for the cut tree, 
beloved of the children: We raise pigs and 
chickens and beef cattle for sale, also celery 
and cabbages—all of which are devoted to 
the knife at a certain time, Scalping the 
hills is a wickedness, but where is the sin 
in growing trees for exactly that purpose? 
We could as easily grow acres and acres of 
Christmas trees as we grow acres of bulbs 
for Easter. In New England, it is the match 
companies that scrape bare the hills, taking 
every sapling. There are. many rocky 
pastures which grow spruce better than they 
grow anything else. There are farms where 
one-time pasture land is planted to spruce 
trees and these are regularly thinned for 
the Christmas market. 

” We have taken the “kick” out of the small 
boy’s Fourth of July, and there seems little 
need to worry his Christmas by deviation 
from the ancient custom. It’s a needless 


mischief to destroy utterly the wild turkey | 


and the wild goose, but no one goes turkey- 
less on Thanksgiving or gooseless at Christ- 
mas time for purposes of Conservation. We 
can as easily provide the Christmas tree as 
we provide the goose or the turkey if we 
put our minds to it, and that without doing 
vic nee to anyone's love of wild beauty.

Both the Cabot and the 
Alfred attacked her, the lower deck guns 
of the latter being directed by Lieuten- 
ant Jones. The Glasgow tried to escape, 
and victory looked certain, when Hop- 
kins lost his nerve and ordered chase 
to cease, for fear of running into the 


gave his command to Jones. 


Jones was now ordered to do convoy 
duty for ships carrying supplies for the 
defense of New York. To do this, he had 
to pass through the widespread fleet of 
Lord Howe, which was blockading the 
Northern ports. He got himself chased 
several times, beat off the British frigate 
Cerberus, which attacked him near Block 
Island, and saved the supply ship His- 
paniola from threatened capture. 

When he returned he received an un- 
limited order for a free-lance cruise to 


‘last “six weeks or two or three months.” 


It may be imagined with what eager- 
ness Jones hastened down to the Dela- 
ware to break this news to his cheering 
crew. loaded stores at once, and 
on August 21, 1776, aboard the little Prov- 
idence, carrying only twelve long-four 
guns and seventy men, sailed for the 
Bermudas on the first extensive open-sea 
cruise ever undertaken by a lone Ameri- 
can warship. One of Jones’s first acts 
was to fling overboard the whip. After 
Tobago, no more floggings for him. He 
rapidly took three brigs, which he 
manned and sent home, and then on 
September 1 he ran into serious danger.
